BLUNDER AT FAIR 
ON LIBERTY BELL 
SIGN CORRECTED 


Copy on Display Bore State- 
ment It Was Rung for 
Independence in 1775. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 8 (AP).— 
Anniversaries of the biggest events 
in the life of the Liberty Bell ar- 
rived without fanfare today. 

The Bell summoned citizens 163 
years ago to hear the first public 
proclamation of the Declaration of 
Independence, signed July 4. Ex- 
actly 59 years later it tolled for 
the funeral of Chief Justice John 
Marshall, cracked, and was si- 
lenced forever. 

In a tower at the New York 
World’s. Fair Pennsylvania exhibit 
hangs a copy of the Liberty Bell 
more than twice the size of the 
three-foot high original. Until a 
few days ago a plaque on a wall 
below proclaimed: “ ‘Ring! Ring for 
Freedom!’ at the command on July 
4, 1775, the voice of the Liberty 
Bell heralded a new nation . _" 

The Declaration of Independence 
was not signed until a whole year 
later than the date given on the 
sign and the bell was not rung in 
celebration until four days after 
the signing. Fair officials prompt- 
ly corrected the mistake.

76,997. Union Electric’s indebted- 
ness to the Cupples Station Light, 
Heat and Power Co. was $364,231; 
to the St. Charles Electric Light 
and Power Co. $110,130; to the 
Mississippi River Power Co. $5,607,- 
042; to the Iowa Union Electric Co. 
$727,083, and to the St. Louis & Al- 
ton Railway Co. $178,509. 

The point was brought out that 
Union Electric, through its control 
of common stock in the subsid- 
laries, has been able to fix the in- 


terest rates on such transactions.

6400 ALREADY OUT

Only Minor Walkouts So 
Far Among the 21,500 of 
Such Toilers in the St. 
Louis Territory. 


A mass meeting of 500 East St. 
Louis WPA workers voted unani- 
mously last night to organize an 
immediate strike among the 3600 


East St. Louis WPA workers, in 
protest against the Federal Relief 
Act, which increases working hours 
to 130 a month but retains the old 
“security wage.” 

The strike would result in 10,- 
000 workers in St. Clair and Madi- 
son counties participating in pro- 
test walkouts, 6400 workers out- 
side East St. Louis having left 
their jobs last week. 

Although similar demonstrations 
were spreading throughout’ the 
country, with an estimated 75,000 
workers out, no strikes have taken 
place among the 21,500 WPA work- 
ers. in the St. Louis district, ex- 
cept that 13 workers left their 
jobs at a county WPA quarry Fri- 
day. These strikers, skilled and 
semi-skilled workers not on the re- 
lief rolls, had been employed pre- 
viously at the quarry and were re- 
tained when the WPA took it over. 

Schedule] to Quit Jobs. 

John J. Church, secretary of the 
St. Louis Building Trades Council, 
has announced that 100 union ce- 
ment finishers and laborers will 
quit work tomorrow and that by 


next Friday an additional 400 
skilled workmen will have quit. 

Those at the East St. Louis meet- 
ing, held at the City Hall and spon- 
sored by the East St. Louis local 
of the Workers’ Alliance of Amer- 
ica, appointed a strike committee 
to organize immediate walkouts 
among workers already affected by 
the new regulation and among oth- 
ers later in the week as their work 
periods expire, subjecting them to 
provisions of the new relief act. 

Marvin Bryant, named by Rich- 
ard Callanan, president of the lo- 
cal, as chairman of the strike com- 
mittee, announced that another 
meeting would be held at Forty- 
eighth street and Forest boulevard 
at 7 o’clock tomorrow morning, at 
which groups would be formed to 
go to each of the 11 projects in East 
St. Louis and urge workers to join 
the strike. 

Another committee was named 
to draft a resolution to be sent to 
Congressman Edwin M. Schaefer of 
Belleville and the two Illinois Sen- 
ators, demanding that they seek to 
eliminate the provision from the 
Relief Act, which places all work- 
ers on a 130-hour month, without 
changing thé pay scale. The result 
has been a sharp reduction of hour- 
ly wages among many workers, who 
formerly worked from 56 to 128 
hours a month for a “security 
wage.” In East St. Louis the month- 
ly wage ranges from $52 to $83. In 
St. Louis the range is from $55 to 
$94 a month. 

Two Hours of Speeches. 

Motions authorizing the com- 
mittees were adopted after two 
hours of speeches by CIO and 
Workers’ Alliance leaders, urging 
support for the pr@test demonstra- 
tion. Several speakers were rep- 
resentatives of WPA workers in 
Belleville and nearby communities, 
who told of the extent of the strike 
in St. Clair County. 

Vernon Ford, an organizer for 
the CIO Packing House Workers’ 
Union, assured the workers that 
the East St. Louis CIO Industrial 
Council would support the walkout. 

Kenneth Ogle, chairman of the 
executive board of the Granite 
City CIO Industrial Council, said 
his organization was supporting 
the strike there. He declared the 
hour increase provision was “bring- 
ing back slavery” and added that 
he had learned that authorities 
planned to replace strikers in Mli- 
nois from among 65,000 eligible ap- 
plicants. “We want no violence, 
but your jobs must be protected,” 
he said.

AIR RAID BLACKOUT 


Nearest Continent. 


LONDON, July 8 (AP).—A warn- 
ing that Great Britain would use 
force to resist “indirect aggres- 
sion” as well as a direct attack 
came from a Cabinet Minister to- 
day in a speech dealing with the 
Danzig situation. 

The speech, which apparently 
had Government approval, was 
made by Earl de la Warr, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education, 
before a Conservative party rally 
at Derby. 

It was the first time a Govern- 
ment official had declared publicly 
that Britain intended to go beyond 
the actual wording of its guaran- 
tees to smaller states. 

As De la Warr spoke the nation 
launched a great air raid “re- 
hearsal” with a blackout covering 
half of the country to test defense 
measures taken during recent 
months of tension. 

Chamberlain Also Speaks. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain, 
speaking at an airport dedication 
in Birmingham, said Britain’s air 


force was “in many respects the 
finest in the world.”

De la Warr declared it was use- 
less to try to settle Europe’s prob- 
lems by compromise “if one side 
feels free to break their word at 
any moment” and that “only if 
and when we are convinced of a 
real will to peace do we see any 
hope of compromise likely to lead 
to a permanent. peace.” 

“Our only possible course, there- 
fore,” he said, “is to stand firm 
by those to whom we have pledged 
our word and to make it clear that 
Britain is able and prepared to 
fight any and every aggressor, 
however indirect may be the meth- 
od of aggression.” 

He added: “If war breaks out 
over the apparent cause of Danzig 
it will be because the German Gov- 
ernment realize that Danzig is the 
key to Polish independence and 
that a free Poland is a bastion 
against their domination of Eu- 
rope.” 

Leaders of opposition parties 
also spoke in different parts of 
the country, emphasizing that Brit- 
ain was determined to halt any 
German attempt to annex Danzig. 

Parliamentary circles expected 
Prime Minister Chamberlain would 
make a statement Monday in the 
House of Commons defining spe- 
cifically Britain’s position on Dan- 
zig. 

Blackout in 15 Counties. 

The air-raid practice was by 
this country.

Economists of the 
nineteenth century preached that 
interest was an indispensa''e stimu- 
lus to the virtues of thrift, daring 
and competence, as a fair reward 
for saving, risk of loss and able 
management of capital. 

Small Loan Law Protection. 

As “distress” loans may be re- 
garded those in sums of less than 
$300, regarding which 31 states 
have enacted statutes for the debt- 
or’s protection. It is illuminating 
to observe that the legal rates 
average from 30 to 42 per cent a 
year. A modern variation is that 
of loans without standard collat- 
eral. Small business men testified 
before the TNEC that for capital 
loans they are compelled to pay 
as much as 42 per cent 

One of the most original sugges- 
tions as to interest was made re- 
cently to the TNEC by August A. 
Berle Jr., Assistant Secretary of 
State. 

Capital, he maintained, is not a 
homogeneous entity, entitled as 
such to a sacred, uniform return 
of interest. 

In proposing a system of capital 
loan banks, he urged that interest 
rates be varied not according to 
what the traffic will bear, but the 
nature of the project in hand. 

Thus a profit-seeking enterprise 
would pay 4 per cent and a hos- 
pital one-eighth of 1 per cent. 

Still another variant is that of 
installment buying. The Federal 

rade Commission’s recent study 
of the automobile industry showed 
that finance companies handling 
installment purchases of motor 
cars, while advertising “6 per cent 
plans,” boost the interest to 12 per 
cent under the guise of commis- 
sions and service charges. At Mor- 
plan banks, a system popularly 
known as “the poor bank,” 
borrowers of sums less than $500 
receive $88.70 in cash for each $100 
debt. This deduction of 11.3 
per cent, made in advance, is ac- 
counted for under the heads of 
interest, 8 per cent; investigation 
fee, $1, and insurance, $2.30

MONG all famous men of our time, nobody else is as insignifi- 
cant in appearance as Adolf Hitler.

ITLER inherited his resentment complex from his father. How-

attempt to master a field of knowledge or a craft. “In the same 
measure”’—he himself writes—‘“that tke subjects and education which 
a school afforded me deviated from my ideal, I became indifferent.

Hitler explained in his book that even at that time he could not 


| tolerate the coercion of definite working hours or assignments but 


wanted to become a free-lance artist, that is, a painter.

There; however, he was rejected for lack of talent, and was not 
even permitted a second test. Similarly, the school of architecture 
which he next tried rejected him because he had no school diploma to 
show, nor great talent which under the regulations would have been 
acceptable in its place.

Hitler read, as he reports himself, a few booklets about 
the Greater-German Austrian and social politics of today, familiarized 
himself with the slogans, and discovered in extended debates with 
other idle guests of the asylum, that he excelled most of them in de- 
bating. He was not yet an orator, but his impetuous and wild man- 
ner of out-yelling the opponent, his vivid gestures, particularly his 
deep-rooted jealousy of all who rode past in beautiful clothes, in 
beautiful cars, who lived in luxurious apartments or gained admis- 
sion to an opera box—this passionate hatred manifest in his speech 
gave him a head start before others and replaced reasoning. 

Gradually he learned to motivate anti-Semitism which in Vienna 
was accepted as a fashion. At the same time, though a Catholic, he 
became a violent enemy of the Catholic church, against which at that 
time, in the course of the so-called “Away From Rome Movement,” 
the same men campaigned who held the Jews responsible for all evils 
in Austria. 

The third doctrine of this party was the union of Austria and 
Prussia. Hitler wrote later how it filled him with enthusiasm when 
right in the Vienna Parliament, under the reign of the Hapsburg 
Emperor somebody cried: “Hail the Hohenzollern.” The mighty 
Germany attracted this native Austrian as one of the Powers, just as 
did everything else in life that radiated influence, position, glamor. 


His idle youth was gazing for high roofs up to which one might climb 
on ladders of some so far unknown kind. While thus raving about 
Germany and a member of the already existing small party of ad- 
vocates of the Anschluss, he passionately revolted, in the debates at 
the asylum, against the Socialists, though by his position in life, asa 
sort of “worker,” he belonged to them. Just as had his father, Hitler 
wanted nothing except entrance into bourgeois society. Counts and 
princes were beyond his reach. He did not envy them. Workers were 
miserable people. He avoided them,

Since afterwards all accessible documents and 
witnesses were explored about Hitler’s war service, it has become evi- 
dent that during all this time he was a runner attached to regimental 
headquarters and therefore, did not lie in the trenches, and that this 
post of command lost only a single man during the war. 
According to the German school books, Hitler is supposed to have 
received the Iron Cross, First Class, for a heroic achievement, namely 
for surprising 12 or 15 Frenchmen in a trench, capturing and pre- 
senting them to the commander. In the history of the regiment 
which describes, with names and dates, two very similar feats, not a 
word is told of this story. Whether he really received the Iron Cross, 
the only decoration he always wears, has never been proved, but pos- 
sibly he did. Noteworthy is the fact that in four and a half years 
of war service he remained a corporal. While there was a lack of 
Sergeants, the Captain of his company declared at the time: “This 
hysterical I shall never make a Sergeant.” Hitler has since, in nis 
speeches, named himself the “Unknown Soldier of the World War,”

| ‘Some of the danger in this work 
‘has been eliminated through the 
‘development overnight of a spe- 
‘cial curved air pipe which fits 
over the top of the Squalus, per- 
|mitting the divers to tunnel from 
‘the deck of the sunken subma- 
rine and thus avoiding the cave- 
ins that frequently result when 
working with the air hose on the 
ocean floor. Divers who salvaged 
the S-51 and the S-4 a few years 
ago were caught by cave-ins from 
time to time and once or twice 
narrowly escaped death. 

After the tunnels under the 
Squalus are completed and the 
heavy chains passed through, the 
ends of the chains will be lead to 
/several pontoons on the surface 
‘and made fast. When the tide goes 
out, the chains will be pulled taut. 
When the tide comes in, the pon- 
|toons will rise with it and the sub- 
‘marine also will rise a few feet off 
ithe ocean bed. Tugs will tow the 
pontoons shoreward until the 
cradled wreck touches bottom once 
‘more. Then, at low water, the 
chains will be retightened, the sub- 
marine will rise a few feet more 
at high tide, and the journey will 
be resumed. Tide after tide will 
be used until at last the Squalus 
lies beached in water well below 
her hatches. Then the divers will 
be called on once more, this time 
to enter the Squalus and seal 
whatever leaks there may be so 
that the water may be pumped out. 

T sounds very easy, this prac- 

tice of making the tides and a few 
“hollow cylinders do the work of 
carrying a 1500-ton water-logged 
‘submarine up from the depths. Far 
‘from it. The chains must be spaced 
and kept just so. They must each 
‘carry an exact proportion of the 
weight. And all the time a restless 
sea is heaving, even in fair weath- 
‘er. One pontoon will go up as the 
opposite one drops between two 
waves. In the twinkling of an eye, 
the salvagers may find their sub- 
marine has slipped back to the bot- 
tom. Once the pontoons are made 
fast and the tow is under way, 
every cloud on the horizon will be 
studied apprehensively for storm 
signs. 

Right now the divers are com- 
pleting the work of passing chains 
under the Squalus and the pontoons 
are at hand for the lifting process. 
Working at 240 feet, the divers 
are subject to a pressure of 110 
pounds to the square inch, This 
would crush a diver to a jelly if 
it were not for the diving dress 
blown out like a rubber tire to.act 
as a cushion between the diver and 
the water pressure. Besides filling 
the helmet, the compressed air is 
forced down into the suit, sometimes 
as far as the hips. With the same 
pressure inside and outside his 
lungs, the diver has no difficulty 
breathing. But let the air pressure

fall, when a diver is down 40 or 
more feet, and the pressure of the 
water begins to force the blood from 
the legs and torso into the chest 
cavities, If the pressure continues 
to fall, the sea squeezes the blood 
out of the body into the lungs, the 
flesh into the abdomen and chest, 
and then the whole mess is squeezed 
and boosted into the helmet. There 
have been divers who were buried 
with their helmets as coffins. 


The diver who is squeezed fatally 
usually falls off the deck of a 
wrecked ship for a distance of 20 
feet or more and thus gets into a 
pressure far above that built up in 
his helmet and suit. But sometimes 
a squeeze is the result of the air 
hose being cut or fouled, or of ice 
forming in the joint between the 
helmet and the hose. 

After the diver returns to the 
surface he faces the danger of the 
“bends” unless he has been proper- 
ly decompressed. Ordinary air is 
80 per cent nitrogen, a chemically 
inert gas which is taken into the 
blood stream under pressure just 
as carbon dioxide under pressure is 
added to water in the making of 
soda water. When a bottle of 
ginger ale is opened, the liquid 
fizzes as the gas passes out of sb- 
lution. When a diver is raised too 
quickly from a deep dive, nitrogen 
bubbles in his tissues and veins. 
This bubbling is terribly painful, 
sometimes crippling and not infre- 
quently fatal. Occasionally the bub- 
bles gather in the spinal cord, caus- 
ing paralysis. Other times they en- 
ter the brain or the heart and cause 
sudden death, 

It was not until 1907 that 
scientists working for the Britia2 
Admiralty discovered the cause of 
the bends was excess nitrogen in 
the blood and tissues. They prompt- 
ly worked out a table for dives of 
various periods of time at each 
depth. By having the diver halt so 
many minutes at certain stages in 
his ascent, the gas was enabled to 
escape without bubbling. 

Just recently, United States Navy 
doctors decided to use helium on 
divers. Helium will not go into 
solution as easily as nitrogen, yet 
comes out more swiftly and with 
much less danger of bubbling. So, 
by taking a mixture of helium and 
oxygen, a diver can go deeper and 
stay longer than if he used ordinary 
compressed air. 

A practical aspect of the bends 
is the wide degree of variation in 
susceptibility among divers. Before

It is not surprising, therefore, that 
the English, not musical as a na- 
tion, have produced the most emi- 
nent political orators, whereas the 
Germans, ranking highest in mu- 
sic, had hardly any. Since the Ger- 
man Cabinet Ministers used to be 
appointed by their kings and 
princes, rather than selected from 
Parliaments, they had no school of 
oratory. Bismarck spoke to the peo- 
ple for the first time in his life 
after his dismissal] at the age of 77.

A long war would favor the anti-aggression 
front, giving it a chance to starve out the Fascists as the Allies did the 
Central Powers in the World War. Germany’s present stocks would last 
through no more than six months of war. While the anti-aggression front 
has most of the world's oil supply at its disposal, Germany and Italy have 
little. France's and England's production of crude steel is twice that of 
the Fascist front, even without help from the United States. Germany has 
only one-fifth the gold reserve it had when the World War started. 

With this in mind, the Fascists might, in event of war, try to hold the 
Western front in a stalemate behind the Limes line and Italian Alps, and 
seek quick and crushing victories in the east. But it took three years to 
put Russia out of action in the World War, and that country is far better 
prepared this time. Germany probably would not try a straight assault 
on the Maginot line, regarded as impregnable and backed by huge for- 
tress cities, but, if it chose attacks in the west, probably would strike 
flanking movements through the Netherlands and Belgium, or Switzer- 
land. flanks are weil fortified in the small countries as well as 
France. 

France has never been successfully invaded by way of the Italian 
Alps, but the spreading of passes into Italy is more y tnewd to an 
invasion the other —the French might strike down the Valley of the 
Po, trying to take the heart of the Italian industrial region and separate 
Italy from her ally in one stroke, then force Italy to her knees. With 
their great advantage in sea power, Britain and France undoubtedly 
would try to ring the German coast and lock the Mediterranean at both 
ends, keeping Italy in a long distance blockade, by bottling up the 
Mediterranean, and would blockade Spain if it entered on the Fascist 
side.
